at the indifference of the authoritics, 
of his decision to tell his story to the 
people of Canara. + 
| ‘Iam a Viberal seeking for the 
purification of my cuuntry,’’ said the 
doctor, ‘I am a Liberal fighting for 
the purification of my  party.i’ Th- 
ere hasn't bean a single statement 
made by me that has heen denied by 
any man in Canada.”
